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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's remarks regarding the angle of the 
rotating disc of Bauer have been considered by the examiner and the examiner agrees that the current bracket configuration of Bauer 
would position the rotating disc in a position more parallel to the main disc than the present invention. The examiner does not believe, 
however, that the current ammendment sufficiently defines this relationship so as to not read on the current references. The bracket could 
consist of elements D, b anc c. Element D being the upper portion and elements b and c being the lower portion extending downward at 
an obtuse angle. Further, as stated by the applicant (Remards, page 5) the rotating disc has an axis of rotation perpendicular to the lower 
portion (b, c). 
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
